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LOBBYING  FOR 
THE  LITTLE  GUY

Have  you  ever  felt  frustrated  or 
enraged  by  imcompetence,  or 
more  likely  injustice,  at  any  level 
of  government? 

Have  you  ever  said,  “There 
ought  to  be  a  law!”  or  “Some¬ 
body  ought  to  do  something”? 
Have  you  felt,  perhaps,  that 
you’d  like  to  help  write  a  law? 
Well  —  why  not? 

On  four  Saturday  afternoons 
soon  —  January  11, 18  and  25,  and 
February  1  —  workshops  in 
lobbying  will  be  held  at  the  Main 
Branch  of  the  Public  Library  in 
the  Civic  Center. 

Organizer  of  the  workshops  is  a 
young  woman  named  Laura 
Magnani,  who  not  too  many  years 
ago  went  to  Sacramento  one  day 
just  to  reinforce  her  belief  that 
it’s  hopeless  for  an  ordinary 
person  to  have  any  impact  on 
legislation.  To  her  astonishment, 
Laura  found  she  was  wrong.  She 
learned  —  what  many  OMI-CA 
people  know  by  experience  — 
that  legislators  ARE  interested  in 
voters’  opinions  and  ideas.  They 
are  willing  to  listen;  that’s  what 
they’re  there  for.  But  they  can’t 
know  unless  they  are  told,  what  it 
is  we  want.  Laura  is  now  a 
lobbyist  for  the  FCL. 

Now  lobbying  has  often  been  a 
dirty  word  in  politics,  and  with 
good  reason  —  bringing  up  a 
picture  of  smoke-filled  rooms, 
and  chunks  of  money  changing 
hands  in  return  for  favors  to 
“special  interests.”  But  of  course 
there’s  nothing  wrong  with  lobby-

These  are  among  other  classes  presently  being  offered  at  the 
Ingleside  Community  Education  Center  located  at  Farragut  School, 
625  Holloway  Avenue. 

The  Ingleside  Community  Education  Center  is  one  of  two  (the  other 
being  the  Sunset  Community  Education  Center)  programs  funded 
primarily  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  with 
supplemental  support  by  the  Mott  Foundation  during  this  initial  year.

In  addition  to  providing  study  materials  for  various  civil 
service  exams,  this  course  work  may  be  applied  toward  the  high 
school  equivalency  award. 

Another  course  being  offered  which  is  particularly  relevant  to 
today’s  spiraling  prices,  “How  to  Stretch  the  Food  Dollar”, 
incorporates  material  on  nutrition  and  consumer  economics. 

January  3,  4,  and  5,  the  Arts  Committee  of  the  Ocean  View-Merced 
Heights-Ingleside  Community  Association  is  scheduled  to  sponsor  a 
workshop  on  “Community  Arts.”  This  presents  individuals  who  have 
a  particular  interest  in  dance  to  participate  in  learning  advanced 
dance  forms  under  a  Master  teacher. 

The  Community  Education  Center,  in  my  view,  offers  all  of  us  a 
unique  opportunity  to  teach,  to  study,  and  to  participate  as  fully  as 
we  can  in  aspects  of  community  life  which  interest  us  the  most. 

I  urge  you  to  call  Ms.  Lee  Anderson  or  to  drop  by  the  Center  should 
you  wish  to  either  teach  a  course  or  become  a  participant  in  some 
aspect  of  the  Community  Center.

COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

By  SENATOR  MILTON  MARKS 

'It  give  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  talk  with  the  people  of  the 
Ocean  View-Merced  Heights-Ingleside  neighborhood  through  this  fine 
medium. 

In  preparing  my  remarks,  I  considered  discussing  new  legislative 
programs  that  I  plan  to  introduce  in  Sacramento  this  upcoming 
session;  I  thought  of  discussing  specific  problems  facing  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  as  well  as  the  State  as  a  whole;  but  I  could  not  think 
of  any  topic  that  would  be  more  important  than  this  one:  people  in 
their  neighborhood  working  towards  betterment  through  community 
organization  and  involvement! 

Neighborhood  organizations  are  not  new  for  the  residents  of  the 
OMI  area.  Many  fine  organizations  within  your  neighborhood  are 
presently  involving  themselves  in  efforts  that  will  eventually 
up-grade  the  quality  of  life  in  OMI. 

I  commend  these  fine  people,  who  volunteer  their  free  time  and 
efforts  to  the  causes  of  their  community.  I  would  also  advise  those 
who  read  this  article  who  are  not  presently  involved  to  please  contact 
the  OMI-CA  office  and  begin  helping  your  neighbors  and  more 
importantly  your  neighborhood. 

Some  of  you  who  are  not  involved  in  community  affairs  say:  “You 
can’t  fight  City  Hall!”  I  beg  to  differ. 

The  demands  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  acting  together  can 
never  be  ignored  by  those  who  make  the  decisions  in  San  Francisco. 
By  using  their  political  strength  at  the  voting  booths,  the  people  have 
caused  many  changes  in  public  policy,  including  the  reopening  and 
maintenance  of  neighborhood  police  stations. 

In  this  latter  instance,  your  voices  were  victorious;  but  in  other 
cases  you  may  lose.  But,  never  remain  silent.  Continue  to  make  your 
voices  and  concerns  heard  through  the  many  levels  of  government, 
and  particularly  to  your  elected  officials. 

As  a  representative  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  I  have  lost 
legislation  to  special  interest  groups  and  to  governors’  vetoes.  But  I 
never  allowed  my  voice  to  be  silenced.  I  found  that  by  speaking  out, 
you  find  others  who  support  you  and  will  come  to  your  aid. 

Never  allow  your  strength  as  a  neighborhood  to  go  unnoticed,  for 
there  are  forces  outside  your  neighborhood’s  walls  which  will  shape 
events  inside  them,  if  you  let  them.  City  as  well  as  State  and  Federal 
laws  and  economic  policies  affect  the  procedures,  content,  and 
quality  of  services  to  the  people  of  this  City. 

Within  the  City  it  is  only  through  involvement  in  effective 
community  organizations  that  you  can  help  to  make  the  decision  on 
whether  the  quality  and  content  of  city  services  are  adequate  to  meet 
your  needs. 

DMI-CA  is  a  district  organization  that  has  continuously  worked  for 
the  betterment  of  this  community.  I  am  pleased  I  was  able  to  assist 
you  in  working  toward  new  zoning  and  better  community 
participation. 

Ms.  Julie  Herman,  a  recent  member  of  my  staff,  has  aided  in 
providing  your  neighborhood  with  the  tools  to  work  toward  these 
goals.  I  am  anticipating  the  fine  results  of  the  neighborhood  survey 
that  will  take  place  within  the  upcoming  month. 

I  consider  it  my  responsibility  to  provide  these  types  of  services  for 
your  community.  Too  often  government  makes  the  decisions  from  the 
top  down ;  I  would  rather  provide  the  tools  to  the  community  whereby 
the  people  can  make  their  own  decisions  and  seek  their  own  solutions 
to  their  problems.

ing  if  it’s  honest  and  has  a  good 
purpose.  The  PTA  has  a  lobby; 
so  does  the  League  of  Women 
Voters,  Senior  Citizens,  Child¬ 
ren’s  Lobby,  Housing  Action 
Committee  —  and  many  more.  So 
does  the  FCL  —  that’s  short  for 
Friends  Committee  on  Legisla¬ 
tion,  which  has  its  own  “special 
interests”  dealing  with  the  civil 
rights  and  dignity  of  every 
human  being. 

If  you  receive  the  weekly 
ALERT  through  your  church, 
you’re  already  in  touch  with  the 
FCL,  because  the  ALERT  ma¬ 
terial  is  prepared  by  the  same 
Joe  Gunterman  who  writes  for 
the  monthly  FCL  Newsletter,  and 
prepares  the  ACTION  bulletins  to 
let  subscribers  know  when  bills 
are  in  committee,  or  going  to  the 
floor  of  one  of  the  houses,  and 
which  legislators  should  be 
written  to. 

For  FCL,  which  has  its  office  at 
2160  Lake  Street  in  San  Francisco 
as  well  as  a  Sajcramento  office,  is 
a  child  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
(Quakers)  but  is  supported  by 
many  other  people.  Even  if  you 
don’t  share  their  philosophy  or 
particular  interests,  it’s  handy  to 
know  the  things  they  can  tell  you. 
They’ll  be  glad  to  send  anyone  a 
sample  newsletter  and  other 
information. 

But  most  important  —  remem¬ 
ber  —  remember  those  work¬ 
shops  on  “Lobbying  for  the  Little 
Guy”  or  Grassroots  Lobbying.” 
That’s  Saturdays  from  1:00  to 
4:00  p.m.  at  the  Main  .Library, 
January  11,  January  18,  January 
25,  and  February  l,  1975.  Co¬ 
sponsors  are  the  FCL  and  the 
Association  of  Bay  Area  Govern¬ 
ments  (ABAG). 

Like  the  OMI-CA,  FCL  never 
supports  candidates ;  but  it  usual¬ 
ly  takes  stands  on  a  lot  of  bills 
and  tells  why.  It  doesn’t  work  in 
city  politics  —  mostly  in  state 
issues  and  some  reports  on 
national  ones  —  but  what  you 
learn  about  lobbying  could  also 
be  helpful  in  working  on  local 
problems.

It  was  only  a  few  weeks  ago  that  a  local  garage  sale  fortuitously 
gave  me  the  chance  to  catch  up  with  Alan  Moorehead’s  THE  WHITE 
NILE  (Dell).  I’d  been  familiar  with  his  scholarly-journalistic  style 
through  some  of  his  work:  Montgomery  of  Alamein,  The  Russian 
Revolution  and  The  Blue  Nile.  Believe  me  when  I  say  that  this  is 
"history”  as  it  should  be  written:  clear,  accurate  and  with  a  dash  of 
wit  that  can  occasionally  be  acerbic.  The  WHITE  NILE  deals  with 
the  Africa  that  never-more-can-be:  exploited  by  the  West,  raped  by 
the  Arabs  and  unaware  of  its  own  destiny.  Moorehead's  work  is 
divided  into  parts  dealing  with  the  Exploration,  The  Exploitation 
and,  finally,  the  Moslem  Revolt.  To  me  the  most  ironic  part,  these 
days,  is  to  see  Black  Africans  cozying  with  the  Arab  states.  For  it 
was  the  Arabs  who  were  first  into  the  slave  trade  and  the  last  to  leave 
it.  with  unspeakable  cruelties  and  degradation  in-between. 


Margaret  Craven’s  I  HEARD  THE  OWL  CALL  MY  NAME  (Dell) 
is  a  slender  (159  pgs.)  novel.  But,  oh,  what  she  has  done  with  a 
sparseness  of  words!  Modern  Man,  as  we  are  told,  yearns  for  the 
simplicities  of  life.  Often  he  finds  it  by  returning  to  a  more  natural 
state  or  setting.  And  there,  as  the  young  Priest  in  the  story  finds  out, 
life  has  its  own  complexities,  joys  and  sorrows,  traditions  and  beliefs. 
The  film  that  recently  appeared  on  TV  was  good  and  justifiably 
recieved  its  acclaim.  But  don’t  let  the  fact  you  might  have  seen  it 
deter  you  from  sitting  down  with  it  uninterrupted  by  commercials  or 
stationbreaks.  You’ll  welcome  reading  it. 


Berkley  Publishers  should  be,  and  probably  are,  quite  proud  of 
their  "Mouse”  books  written  by  Margery  Sharp  and  beautifully 
illustrated  by  Garth  Williams.  Miss  Bianca,  the  heroine,  (and 
probably  the  most  engaging  one  since  Pearl  White)  gets  into  and  out 
of  the  most  amazing  predicaments  this  side  of  Frodo  in  The  Ring 
Trilogy.  I  must  stress  that  though  this  book  is  for  adults  with 
imagination,  it  can  be  a  delightful  present  to  younger  folk.  Why 
Disney  hasn’t  snapped  it  up  is  beyond  me,  unless  they  figure  that  one 
mouse  in  the  family  is  sufficient.  In  any  event,  you’ll  love  Miss 
Bianca  in  all  her  adventures,  including:  THE  TURRET.  THE 
RESCUERS  or  IN  THE  SALT  MINES.

ECUMENICAL  PARISH

In  1972  the  California  School  Boards  Association  issued  a  position 
statement  on  school  libraries  in  which  it  stated: 

“It  has  been  predicted  that,  by  the  year  2000,  the  library  will 
replace  the  classroom  as  the  center  of  learning.  The  exponential 
growth  of  knowledge  requires  an  educational  program  that  teaches 
students  how  to  gain  access  to  knowledge,  how  to  select,  organize  and 
use  it  —  not  one  that  centers  upon  the  contents  of  a  few  basic 
textbooks.  Such  innovations  as  team-teaching,  modular  scheduling, 
inquiry  methods  and  self-directed  learning  are  all  dependent  upon 
the  variety  of  materials  and  the  quality  of  service  found  in  school 
libraries.  Concomitant  with  innovative  programs,  school  librarians 
assume  new  roles  and  play  an  increasingly  important  part  in  the 
individualization  of  instruction.  New  terminology  such  as  “Media 
Center”  and  “Instructional  Materials  Center”  indicates  not  only  the 
addition  of  audio-visual  materials  to  the  school  library  resources,  but 
also  the  library’s  more  complete  integration  with  the  teaching¬ 
learning  process.” 

The  staff  at  Aptos  saw  an  opportunity  recently  to  help  their  library 
change  from  a  books  only-only  library  to  a  media  library.  As  part  of 
the  reconstruction  to  meet  Field  Act  Requirements,  the  textbook 
storage  area  next  to  the  existing  library  is  being  remodeled  to  add 
needed  space  and  electrical  outlets  to  accommodate  filmstrip 
previewers,  tape  recorders,  overhead  projectors,  and  other 
audio-visual  equipment.  Since  the  San  Francisco  school  budget 
provides  very  little  money  to  purchase  instructional  materials  such 
as  filmstrips,  transparencies,  and  new  library  books,  the  staff 
formed  a  committee  to  look  for  possible  ways  to  finance  materials  for 
a  media  library.

They 
also  mentioned  the  programs, 
such  as  Meals  on  Wheels  and  the 
Friendly  Visitors,  which  the 
Ecumencial  Parish  has  helped  to 
start  and  continues  to  support  in 
the  OMI  area. 

The  celebration  continued  with 
a  reading  written  by  Mrs.  Ocie 
Cavitt  in  which  she  expressed  her 
feelings  about  the  Ecumenical 
Parish.  This  was  followed  by 
responses  from  the  people 
present.  Mrs.  Donneter  Lane,  in 
particualr,  stated  that  she  felt  the 
Ecumenical  Parish  has  mad  an 
important  contribution  to  the 
OMI  community.  She  especially 
commended  the  laymembers  for 
their  work. 


With  Rod  Schweiger,  Industrial  Arts  teacher  as  the  chairman, 
committee  members  Helen  Smith,  Stanley  Baulne,  Kathleen  Murphy, 
Camille  Morshige,  Frank  Meredith,  and  Robert  Arieta,  went  to  work. 
Kay  Madden,  assistant  principal,  Jan  Vurek,  community  liaison 
worker,  and  Maxine  Driscoll,  librarian  also  helped  with  the  planning 
as  the  committee  prepared  to  apply  for  federal  funds  under  ESEA 
Title  II,  Phase  II.  This  program  has  funds  to  provide  exemplary 
school  library  instructional  materials  centers. 

The  committee  spent  many  hours  completing  the  application  which 
required  formulating  curriculum  objectives  and  activities  to  meet 
those  objectives.  The  97  page  application  was  approved  by  the 
Superintendent  of  schools,  Dr.  Steven  P.  Morena,  and  the  Board  of 
Education  at  the  meeting  of  Nov.  26,  1974,  and  sent  to  the  State  of 
California,  Office  of  Education  on  Dec.  2.  Applications  from 
throughout  the  state  will  be  evaluated  and  the  top  rated  25  or  30 
applications  will  be  funded. 

The  Aptos  community  eagerly  waits  to  find  out  the  results  of  our 
efforts;  word  should  arrive  in  January.  If  we  are  fortunate  enough  to 
be  selected,  Aptos  will  have  over  $100,000  to  spend  during  the  next 
year  to  make  our  library  a  real  instructional  center.  If  we  are  not 
selected,  we  will  renew  our  efforts  to  find  funds  to  equip  and  expand 
our  library  and  make  learning  meaningful  and  vital  to  our  students.

The  service  of  Meals  on  Wheels 
is  available  to  residents  of  the 
Park-Merced  and  OMI  areas. 
The  OMI  site  is  at  St.  Francis 
Episcopal  Church  and  the  meals 
are  delivered  from  there  five 
days  a  week,  excluding  holidays. 

Meals  on  Wheels  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  San  Francisco  to  serve 
home-bound  persons.  Precooked 
and  individually  packaged  food  is 
prepared  at  the  church  and  then 
is  delivered  by  a  friendly  volun¬ 
teer  to  the  home  of  the  client. 

If  you  are  unable  to  get  out  to 
do  your  shopping  or  to  get  your 
meals,  you  may  want  this  ser¬ 
vice.  If  you  are  temporarily 
confined  because  of  illness,  you 
may  need  this  service.  There  are 
no  age  requirements  or  restric¬ 
tions  based  on  economic  status. 
Need  is  the  only  requirement  to 
make  one  eligible  for  the  service. 

The  day’s  nutrition  consists  of  a 
hot  entree,  bread  and  dessert  — 
for  the  principal  meal.  A  sand¬ 
wich,  salad,  and  fruit  for  the 
second  meal;  and  cereal,  juice, 
and  milk  for  breakfast.  The  cost 
is  $2.00  per  day  and  the  volunteer 
collects  every  Friday. 

You  may  enroll  for  this  service 
on  a  regular  basis,  specific  days 
of  the  week,  temporarily  for 
periods  of  illness,  or  arrange  for 
the  service  following  hospitali¬ 
zation.

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A  Look  al  the  Past

People  who  move  into  a  new 
neighborhood  take  the  street 
names  for  granted.  They  are 
there.  But  they  weren’t  always 
there,  so  where  did  they  come 
from?  How  did  the  sub-divider 
come  to  use  them? 

The  OMI  may  be  ten  years  old 
this  year,  but  Ocean  View  goes 
back  over  a  hundred  years.  Yet 
even  at  this  late  date  we  can  see 
how  some  of  the  names  were 
picked. 

San  Francisco  had  a  Market 
Street  but  there  was  no  street 
named  after  the  other  main 
street  in  Philadelphia.  Ocean 
View  received  a  Broad  Street  to 
show  that  this  was  going  to  be  an 
important  part  of  the  city. 

The  tract  had  been  named 
Ocean  View,  because  you  can  see 
through  a  gap  to  the  ocean  from 
the  slope  on  the  other  side  of  the 
present  freeway.  To  further 
remind  people  that  this  was 
“Ocean  View”,  two  of  the  streets 
were  named  Lobos  (for  Pt. 


Lobos)  and  Farallones  (for  the 
islands). 

Sadowa  Street  dates  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  Ocean  View.  In  1867 
Sadowa  had  been  on  the  front 
page  of  all  the  papers,  for  this 
was  the  town  in  Bohemia  where 
the  Prussians  defeated  the  Aus¬ 
trians  in  the  final  battle  of  the 
Seven  Weeks  War.  This  event  had 
many  repercussions  in  Europe 
and  left  a  street  name  in  Ocean 
View. 

From  these  names  particular¬ 
ly,  anyone  who  went  to  look  at  the 
new  development  would  know 
that  this  was  an  up-and-coming 
district  with  an  ocean  view  that 
had  been  laid  out  by  up-to-the- 
minute  promoters. 

But  —  how  would  buyers  get 
there?  Some  would  drive  out  the 
San  Jose  Road  (the  one-time  El 
Camino)  past  Bernal  Heights  and 
along  Islais  Greek.  But  most 
would  go  by  train. 

Yes,  there  was  a  railroad,  but 
we’ll  talk  about  that  another  day.
